clause,” which limits payments 
from the state’s g7neral fund to 
actual income, Arnall said: 

“No Legal Recourse.” 

“Tt is my opinion that where 
the state is not able to pay teach- 
ers’ salary for the full seven- 
month school year on account of 
lack of revenue, teachers have no 
legal recourse against the state or 
any of its officials to compel the 
payment of the unpaid portion of 
tne 1938-39 school year of seven 
months where such teacher may 
have actually performed such 
teaching services for the full 
seven-month period.” 

Arnall also ruled that county 
beards of education or school dis- 
trict trustees might borrow to pav 
teachers’ salaries, bit such obliga- 
tions could be repaid only out of 
county-wide funds. 

Explaining that the state’s fisca| 
year ends June 30, he said loca!

“When he (the President) rec- 
ommended a little $50,000,000 more 
for relief than recommended by 
our August appropriations commit- 
tee, he was slapped in the face,” 
Pepper said, 

He contended private enterprise 
would never be able to solve the 
unemployment problem without 
government spending to supple- 
ment purchasing power, and said 
that previous administration..ef- 
forts to balance the budget had 
been followed by business depres- 
sion. 

Senator George, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, replied that relief could only 
relieve, never cure, economic ills. 
The failure of government spend- 
ing to promote recovery had been 
well demonstrated, he continued. 

“We have the same unemploy- 
ment, the same need of relief— §; 
practically—that we had when Mr. 
Hoover went out of office.” 

Pepper declared 200,000 persons 
had been cut off WPA rolls since 
April 1 and that 200,000 more 
would go off this month if the 
senate failed to vote the sum re- 
quested by the President. 


FREIGHT RATE GUT 
GRANTED PEAUNES I 


_Association Calls on Grow- 
ers to Abandon Trucks, 
Stabilize Marketing. 


MACON, Ga., April 6.—()—A 
reduction in freight rates on 
peaches, estimated to save grow- 
ers $250,000 annually, has been 
proposed voluntarily by railroads 
in the south and east. 

W. C. Bewley, general manager 
of. the Georgia Peach ._ Growers’ 
Exchange, announced the reduc- 
tion, approximating $45.66 per 
carload, and subject to approval 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, after being advised gk 
by J. G. Kerr, chairman of the 
Southern ITreight Association in | 
Atlanta. 

Bewley called upon growers to | 
abandon trucks and return to rail- ; 
road transportation so as to have | 
“normal marketing conditions.” he | 
said motor transportation caused 
such a “chaotic” condition in the 
markets that distributors were re- 
luctant to buy. 

Kerr's telegram said the rail- 
roads are “willing to establish” 
the truck competitive rates expir- 
ing September 30, 1939. Bewley 
explained the reduction is a test 
and, if results are satisfactory to 
the carriers, the middle west will 
be included before the 1940 sea- 
son. 

The peach freight rate last sea- 
son from Fort Valley, Ga., to New 
York city was $1.07 per hundred | 
pounds. The new rate would be 
86 cents. Bewley estimated the 
savings to growers may run more 
than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars a year. 

Kerr reported the proposal was 
on a basis of 36 per cent of the 
constructive first-class rates to 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and New 
York, with port rates to apply to 
intermediate points on the Penn- 
sylvania, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroads. Eastern lines have 
concurred on this basis, he de- 
clared, and the freight association 
proposed to observe the 36 per 
cent basis to points in the south- 
ern territory, including Virginia, 
Ohio and Mississippi river cross- 
ings and St. Louis. 

Kerr advised consideration also 
is being given similar rates to 
points in the Central Freight As- 
sociation territory, including Chi- 
cago and Indianapolis.

THE ROAD TO SOBRIETY 
Major George L. Berry, president of the In- 


: r ’ ternational Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ 


Union of North America, delivered one of the 
finest speeches ever heard in Atlanta at the 
banquet given by the Pressmen’s Unions of At- 
lanta in his honor last Wednesday night. 

His speech was a reaffirmation of faith in 
the fundamentals of American democracy, of 
belief in private ownership of industry and in 
the right of those directly concerned to con- 
duct business without outside interference. 

He called for unity and co-operation be- 
tween the three factors involved in industry, 
the investors, the management and the work- 
ers. He declared that such co-operation was 
immediately essential as a defense against the 
isms which today constitute, both at home and 
abroad, the greatest threat democracy has ever 
faced. 

In striking reference to the domestic prob- 
lems of this nation, he said ‘that simplest logic 
proved that anyone, individual, business or gov- 
ernment, spending two dollars for each dollar 
of income must eventually go bankrupt. 

“T have never been drunk in my life,” he 
declared, “but I know, positively, that no drunk- 
en man ever drank himself sober.” 

He warned “the spree is near its end, and it 
will take strong sedatives to effect the cure.” 

The vast public debts of the United Statcs 
and its divisions of government, he said, are 
secured only by the work of the people. 

Nothing, he pointed out, has any value save 
as it is given value by the touch of man’s hand. 
Land and all its resources are valueless, he said, 


buildings are altogether useless except when 
occupied by man. 

The. debts contracted by government with- 
in recent years, he stated, can only be paid 
by work and he warned his listeners that this 
nation is facing dangerous and difficult times, 
in the very near future. — 

The truth of Major Berry’s argument is so 
self-evident that a child could but agree. The 
road followed in récent years. has been the road 
that, if not abandoned quickly, can lead only 
to'national bankruptcy, with all its attendant 
evils of devaluation of money, of repudiation of 
government obligations and of public debt. 

The day is not far distant when, if she 
would save herself from disaster, America must 
gird herself for work, self-discipline and self- 
denial immeasurably more drastic than she 
has ever known. 

And, while this is the problem at home, the 
forces of totalitarianism of the world, the dic- 
tators who rule enslaved peoples, are eagerly 
waiting for the moment when a weakened de- 
mocracy. will be most vulnerable to the attack 
of propaganda, of commercial pressure and of 
raiding airplanes. 

There was no exaggeration in the words of 
Major Berry when he said that American de- 
mocracy today faces a crisis beside which all 
. the crises of the past are as nothing. 


KINDNESS TO ANIMALS 

There should, of course, be no necessity for 
protecting dumb creatures from the cruelties of 
the human animal. Nevertheless, human 
thoughtlessness and lack of consideration too 
often find expression in the welts on a work 
animal’s back or in the haunted eyes of the 
wandering lost pet. So the need for maintain- 
ing and expanding the facilities of the Atlanta 
Humane Society continues to be both desirable 
and commendable. 

The most pressing needs. of the local organ- 
ization are more members, larger and more 
suitable quarters and a free clinic to serve those 
who cannot afford treatment for their injured 
and sick pets. Not infrequently a pet’s life 
could be saved by prompt treatment if the facil- 
ities were available.

the better product, not only of cotton, but of 


-all things produced. He is the only successful, 


prosperous cotton grower. He grows better cot- 


ton cheaper. He grows better cotton on iess . 


ground, releasing land to other activities. The 
sooner this is realized by all who grow cotton 
the better it will be for them as well as for the 
state. 

The absurdity of plowing excessive acreage, 
planting too much seed, fe g and working 
the larger crop, then abandoning it to the boll 
weevil or other destructive forces, is a circum- 
stance which only this type of grower himself 
can comprehend. 

Every farmer should squeeze every ounce of 
cotton possible out of his land. If he can pro- 
duce his desired 10 bales on 15 acres, instead of 
30, he has 15 acres to put to other useful pur- 
poses. If cotton brings “only” eight cents per 
pound in the fall can the slovenly producer 
prove, by any means available, that his 80 
pounds of seed cotton per acre is as valuable as 
300 pounds per acre, simply because he is told, 
or thinks, the price is too low? The man who 
produced 10 bales on 15 acres had only half as 
much cotton land to work, got just as much for 
the lint and seed, to say nothing of the prod- 
ucts from his 15 other acres. 

Every facility of the State Department of 
Agriculture is available to the farmer, not only 
to show how to. increase yield, but how to im- 
prove the quality. One of the most essential 
steps in the right direction, of course, is to see 
that the boll weevil doesn’t reap- the benefits 
of the invested work and money. _ 

WISE ADVICE 

For many years, particularly in the period 
preceding the 1929 crash, the north had been 
a form of “promised land” to the southern 
negro, attracting him by lures of high wages 
and promise’ of better living conditions. 

The higher wages. were paid—for a time. 
Living costs were woefully higher and living 
conditions worse than- had existed in the south. 
Then there were no wages, living conditions 


| degenerated into almost unspeakable squalor. 


So it is to be hoped the southern negro will 
heed the words of United States Congressman 
Arthur W. Mitchell, representative of a largely 
negro district in Chicago, when he beseeches 
members of his race to remain in the south and 
to seek happiness and contentment on the 
farms. Many have already done this, still more 
should be able to do the same. 

The north seeks southern youth and south- 
ern labor in. industries paying high wages—for 
the day. Nothing is said of the annual wages, 
which in most cases in depression years will 
be far less than that to be obtained in the 
south in steady employment or endeavor. 

But the south must do its part in. meeting 
the warning of the negro congressman from 
Illinois. Warnings like this will never counter- 
balance the blandishments of labor-seekers un- 
til the south has endeavored to meet the threat 
of this drain on its population. The south 
cannot hope to succeed in keeping its people 
unless opportunity is provided for them to ob- 
tain farms, to find employment in industry and 
to find the contentment of which the con- 
gressman speaks. 

The answer—and this cannot be repeated too 
often—lies in education. Without higher edu- 
cational standards the south might as well fold 
up and move en masse to other sections of the 
country. Education and the factors which fol- 
low as a matter of course furnish the hope of 
the south. 

Warnings are never enough. Brave and in- 
telligent action must follow. It is a challenge, 
and beyond that, a duty. - eal

Corcoran and Cohen are the only members of the New Deal crowd 
whose chief duties are at the White House. The others have impor- 
tant official posts which they will be loath to leave. Younger men, 
less well known men, or members of the present White House estab- 
lishment are perhaps indicated. 

Unless the six do become mere glorified, $10,000-a-year clerks, 
the question of who they are to be is an important one. The origi- 
nal prescription, as drawn up by Professors Brownlow and Merriam 
in their plan for the reorganization bill, called for able men with 
a “passion for anonymity,” who would handle departmental prob- 
lems for the President. The general notion was that each of the 
six would take a couple of departments as his special province, and 
act as go-between in those departments’ relations with the White 
House. Considering the nature of cabinet officers, such an arrange- 
ment would at least prove difficult. 

But there is plenty for the six to do. Among the New Dealers, 
while no one has approached the President on the subject, there 
has been considerable discussion of. the six. A rather prevalent 
idea is that each of the six should have a special talent. One might 
be an economist, one an easy negotiatior, one a master of the writ- 
ten word, one a lawyer and so on. If such a system is followed, 
the commissioning of the six may well prove an important consti- 
tutional innovation. For they will become the first official deputies

The 
trouble is that, to properly grasp 
its finer points and its high lights 
of play, you should have watched 
it for at least four years and have 
played it yourself for another four. 
It isn’t a game that the casual 
stranger can glance at for an hour 
or two and become, then, either 
an honest enthusiast or a scorner 
with reason. 

You see, 
many delicacies of play. 
tains something, of course, remote- 
ly related to baseball, in that it is 
played with ball and bt, with 
fielders and hits and catches for 
putouts. \ 

It has, too, some of the points of 
billiards, in that the bowler 
(pitcher) not only has the base- 
ball pitcher’s use of slow balls 
and fast balls. curves and drops 
and hops in the air, but his ball 
strikes the grourid and he may 
thus put “English” on it, just as a 
billiard ball-that strikes a cush- 


ion.

Consider 
a nation which has been accus- 
tomed to look to us as a source of 
supply for some necessity. If, at 
the moment the misfortune of war 
overtakes her, we restrict that

They are admitted to the right school because they had the 
right parents; they are given place and power because they went 
to the right school. They rule England and make British policy. 

' The typical old Tory thinks England divinely appointed to rule. 
The thing he dreads most is the discontented rabble, and the thing

This historic 
cemetery is a few hundred yards 
from the Newnan-Fayetteville 
highway on a neighborhood road. 
Mr. Owens got the Western Bap- 
tist Association interested in re- 
claiming this cemetery some years 
ago, raising sufficient funds to 
buy a plot of ground 65 feet 
square with a driveway. to the 
public road. He put a concrete 
floor on the plot within the stone 
wall enclosure, repairing the wall, 
putting an outer wall of native rock 
and planting the plot jn appro- 
priate shrubbery with the co-op- 
eration of Mr. Wilkinson, of Ho- 
gansville. 

Within this inner wall are three 
graves, ‘that of Jane Posey, and 
her husbands, Williams M. Stokes 
and Humphrey Posey. William 
Stokes was the first Baptist dea- 
con in Coweta county. He was a 
farmer, and a member of Ebenez- 
er church. On his grave is this 
inscription: “William M. Stokes, 
born in Virginia, February 21, 
1771; died March 19, 1843. . His 
friends may now dry up their 
tears; He will lie here ’till Christ 
appears. When He appears he then 
will rise, And meet his Saviour in 
the skies. Ps 

Humphrey Posey's grave hinw 
this inscription: “Born in Virginia, 
Jariuary 12, 1780; died Newnan, 
December 28, 1846. A missionary 
to the Cherokee Indians forty 
years. The Gospel was his joy 
and song, e’en to his latest breath; 
The truth he had proclaimed so 
long was his support in death.” 

Jane Posey’s grave: bears this 
inscription: “Born March 25, 
1775; died June 13, 1860. 
ner saved by grace.” 

A little while before her death, 
Jane Posey made her will, provid- 
ing a gift of 10,000 dollars for 
the education of Baptist ministers 
at Mercer University, which fund 
has been the means of providing 
training for many of the most il- 
lustrious preachers in Georgia and 
the south. Thanks to Mr. Owens, 
Judge Freeman, Dr. Cousins and 
others who took the lead in pre- 
serving this historic burial ground 
of three noble servants *of the 
Lord.

increased public health service are 
responsible for the longer lease on 
life, medical authorities say. In- 
fant mortality has been reduced. 
Fewer persons die of tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever and similar diseases. 

At the turn of the century an 
average of 819 persons died of 
diphtheria. In 1936 only 123 died 
of the disease. In 1900, 1,585 died 
of typhoid fever; in 1937, only 143. 
In 1900, there were 2,235 deaths 
from diarrhea and dysentery; in 
1936, only 913. In 1900 there were 
46 deaths from smallpox, but since 
1932 not a single person in Georgia 
has died of this disease. . 

These reductions have . taken 
place despite the increase in pop- 
ulation. Georgia had only 2,200,000 
inhabitants in 1900, but today it 
has more than 3,000,000. 

Medical authorities explained 
that expectation of life at birth and 
the average age at death should 
not be confused, although they are 
related. The expectation of life at 
birth is defined as “the average 
age at death of a hypothetical 
group of persons‘each of whom is 
subject to the same age specific 
mortality tates throughout his life- 
time.” 

For the seven years since 1931 
the gain in expectancy for the 
United States was 1.74 years. The 
increase of 1938 over 1937, was 1.1

CHICAGO, April. 6.—(4)—So- 
licitor General Robert H. Jack- 
son informed representatives of 44 
states and four territories tonight 
that the federal government would 
support efforts to remove state 
trade barriers. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery at & conference called to 
consider means of restoring free 
trade among. the states he prom- 
ised: 

“The federal authority must and 
will . uphold the constitutional 
mandate that commerce among 
these United States: be free. 

A “growing tendency” to erect 

“tariff walls” between neighboring 
states, he said, had resulted in dis- 
crimination, retaliation, rivalries 
and reprisals. He told how “port 
of entry” laws, registration fees 
and taxes and the: regulation of 
weights and sizes of trucks, had 
led to “border wars.” 
_ “What we condemn is the fram- 
ing of any state legislation from 
a parochial economic motive or 
enforcing it with discriminatory 
effect,” Jackson asserted. 

Governor Car] E. Bailey, of Ar- 
kansas, deolared the best method 
of expanding the farmer’s market 
was “the re-establishment of free 
commercial intercourse among the 
States by equalizing freight rates.” 

He told the conferees the gov- 
ernors of nine southeastern states 
had joined in a move to revise the 
rates, which now favor northern 
shippers of a number of commodi- 
ties and industrial products. He 
added: 

“All the talk about interstate 
trade barriers, when the inequality 
of freight rates is omitted, is mere- 
ly gathering the poison fruit from 
the evil tree. This council should 
not remain silent while the Amer- 
ican farmer is being choked to 
death by a collar of railroad steel 
fashioned by a predatory indus- 
trial feudalism.”

Woman’s Heart 
Freed of ‘Stone’ 
Case by Surgeon 


ROCHESTER, Minn., April 6.— 
(P)—Her heart freed, through 
surgery, from a hardened calcium 
case, Mrs. Matt Lyon, of Roehes- 
ter, Minn., first woman to under- 
go a rare “stone heart’ operation 
here, late today was reported in 
a “very satisfactory” condition. 

A half-inch layer -of calcium, 
as hard as stone, was cut from 
Mrs. Lyon’s heart during a. four- 
hour operation at the Mayo clinic 
for correction of the © condition 
technically called calcification of 
the . pericardium. 

During the tedious operation a 
Mayo clinic surgeon worked at 
short intervals, to permit the heart 
to “rest.” Throughout. the sur- 
gery the heart was exposed. and 
at times the surgeon held it in 
his hands moving forth and back 
with the pulsations of the organ. 
The 36-year-old woman was the 
ninth patient here to undergo the 
rare operation. . 

Of the other “stone heart” pa- 
tients, one man, suffering an ad- 
ditional ailment, died. 

Physicians here say the exact 
cause of the calcium formations 
has not been determined.

Form Base 


For China 
By Elizabeth Boykin. 


If you’ve read your Arnold 
Bennett, you know a lot about the 
people who are_ responsible for 
most of the beautiful English 
china we use in our homes today. 
The Spode, for instance, which we 
cherish with such affection and 
pride, is made in Stoke-on-Trent, 
one of Bennett’s “Five Towns.” 
Josiah Spode founded this pottery 
in 1770, and it has been carried 
on continuously ever since. 

Bone China. 

Spode perfected a method of 
making a fine qualitY of ware by 
using calcined bones mixed with 
the clay paste to produce a very 
fine quality of ware that doesn't 
break or chip as easily as does 
fine china of other countries. Most 
of the English potters have since 
adopted a similar formula which 
we know as “bone china.” 

Another important lure of Spode 
is that you can always replace a 
broken piece in any pattern be- 
cause no design is ever discontin- 
ued.

Idle Soil Holds Key to Rev- 
enue, Says Liddell. 


ATHENS, Ga., April 6—(?)— 
Productive use for the 2,038,388 
acres of uncultivated farm land in 
Georgia is probably the key to a 
better balanced farm program, 
Jule Liddell, state co-ordinator of 
the Soil Conservation Service, said 
today. 

“This high percentage of idle 
land reduced the amount of crop 
land from 8.4 acres for each farm 
inhabitant in Georgia to approxi- 
mately seven acres per inhabit- 
ant,” he said. 

“In carrying out a program of 
proper land use in demonstration 
areas of the Soil Conservation 
Service in Georgia, farms are 
planned so as to put every acre to 
the use for which it is best adapt- 
ed,” Liddell declared. 

“This includes land which pre- 
viously has been allowed to remain 
idle or fallow, co-operating farm- 
ers in these demonstration areas 
have shown that by planting such 
land to perennial legume crops 
like kudzu and lespedeza sericea, 
erosion can be controlled and, at 
the same time, such land can be 
put to a productive use by pro- 
viding hay and forage for the 
farm. livestock.”
